DEPARTMENTAL STORES. 


RETAIL TRADE IN AUGUST. 
COMPARISON OF 1930 WITH 1929. 


Statistical evidence of the trend and seasonal move- 
ments of retail trade in this country has hitherto either 
been lacking or inadequately co-ordinated, but steps 
have recently been taken by the Incorporated Associa- 
tion of Retail Distributors and the Bank of England 
towards remedying this state of affairs. 


At the suggestion of the association some 100 de- 
partmental stores, situated in 60 different towns in 
Great Britain, have agreed to furnish the Bank of 
England every month with returns relating to the past 
month, and to the same month of the preceding year. 
These returns will cover sales made during, and stocks 
held at the end of, the months in question. Relative 
figures relating to the number of workpeople employed 
will also be given. The scheme, it is stated, ensures 
complete secrecy for individual concerns. 


For the purpose of these returns Great Britain has 
been divided into five areas, viz., Scotland; Wales and 
North of Iingland (i.e., North of the Rivers Severn 
and Trent); South of England (i.e., rest of England 
excluding London); London, Central and West End; 
and Rest of London, including Suburban. The returns 
are also divided under ten departmental headings 
according to the merchandise sold. It is hoped gradu- 
ally to increase the number of stores reporting, but 
there can be little doubt that those already co-operat- 





ing in the scheme are sufficiently representative to give 
an important indication as to retail trade conditions. 
It will be observed that the number of returns for 
Scotland included in the first summary is small, and 
the movements indicated may, in consequence, not 
correspond to the general movement of business in that 
country. A fuller representation is anticipated in 
future. 


After the lapse of a suitable period for the consti- 
tution of a satisfactory basis of reference, a retail 
trade index or indices will be calculated by the Bank 
of England. In the meantime only percentage 
changes from the corresponding month of the previous 
year will be computed. In interpreting the figures, 
the considerable decline in prices in the year covered 
by the comparison should be remembered. 


By the courtesy of the collaborators the results will 
be made available for publication monthly in the 
“ B.T.J.’’ The first tabulation appears below. 


The first of the two columns shown for each area in 
the following tables give the percentage increases ( + } 
or decreases ( — ) of sales, stock and persons employed 
in August, 1980, as compared with the corresponding 
month of 1929. The second column shows the number 
of stores included in the summary.

27,300 tons per calendar day in July, as against 27,580 
tons in June, and 27,650 tons in July, 1929. The 
number of furnaces in blast at the beginning and end 
of July was 147 and 156 a vear earlier. Included jn 
the total July output (846,200 tons) were 24,600 tons 
of forge and Bessemer iron, 140,700 tons of foundry, 
648 400 tons of basic, and 32,500 tons of other de serip- 
tions of pig iron. The output of steel ingots and cast. 
ings in July, although higher than in June, was the 
third lowest monthly output so far recorded this year, 


Iron and Steel Prices.—No changes were reported for 
August in those inland prices of products which are 
controlled by the various syndicates. Merchant bars 
fell in price during the latter part of August and 
at the end of the month ranged from 590 frs. to 
610 frs. per metric ton as compared with 650 frs. to 
660 irs. a month earlier. On the export market no 
change was made by the Continental Steel Cartel in 
its minimum prices for semi-products and joists. Steel 
bars and plates and sheets showed a decline during 
August. 


(GERMANY. 


The aggregate coal output for July, although slightly 
higher than in the previous month, was the third lowest 
monthly output so far reported this year. The scale of 
pig iron and crude steel output showed further heavy 


shrinkage. The make of pig iron averaged 24,470 tons 
daily in July, as against daily averages of 25,170 tons 


in June and 38,210 tons in July, 1929. Furnaces in 
blast at the end of July numbered 77, as compared 
with 79 at the beginning of the month, and 103 a year 
previous. The July ageregate output of pig iron 
(758,540 tons) included 136,870 tons of foundry and 
hematite (including direct castings), 460,680 tons of 
basic, and 160,750 tons of ferro-alloys. The tonnage of 
steel ingots and castings made daily averaged 33,010 


tons in July (27 working days reported), as compared 
with 36,760 tons in June, 1930 (23 working days), 


and 53,410 tons in July, 1929 (27 working days). 
The production of finished steel products in July (27 
working days) was 653,720 tons, as compared with 
593 680 tons in June (23 working days), and 1,013,810 
tons in July, 1929 (27 working days). 


Iron and Steel Prices.—Inland prices remained un- 
changed during August. On export account the prices 
for semi-products and joists determined by the Con- 
tinental Steel Cartel as the minimum basis of dealing 
remained unchanged during the month. 


BELGIUM. 


As has been the case in each of the three previous 
years coal production in July was at a smaller aver- 
age daily rate than in June and May. On the basis 
of 25°3 working days reported for July, the output of 
coal averaged “86, 040 tons daily, as compared with 
averages of 88,270 tons in June, 1930, and 83,780 tons 
in July, 1929. Further accumulation of coal stocks 
was shown in July, the quantities at the end of the 
month amounting to 1,691,470 tons, compared with 
1,559,820 tons at the end of June, and 317,280 tons a 
year ago. The aggregate and daily output of pig iron 
showed further reduction in July. The tonnage of pig 
iron made averaged 8,240 tons per valendar. day, as 
against averages of 8,700 tons in June, 1930, and 11,030 
tons in July, 1929. The number of furnaces in blast 
at the end of July was 49, as compared with 51 at the 
beginning of the month, and 56 a year previous. The 
total output of steel ingots and castings in July was 
the second lowest monthly output so far recorded this 
year, although somewhat higher than in the previous 
month. The aggregate output of finished steel products 
amounted to 205,700 tons in July, as compare ed with 
201,300 tons in June, and 293,540 tons in July, 1929.

FXPLOSION AT AUCHINRAITH COLLIERY, 
LANARKSHIRE. 


Under the powers conferred by Section 83 of the Coal 
Mines Act, 1911, the Secretary for Mines has directed Sir 
Henry Walker, C.B.E., LL.D., H.M. Chief Inspector of 
Mines, to hold a Formal Investigation into the causes and 
circumstances of the explosion which occurred on August 30 
at Auchinraith Colliery, Blantyre, Lanarkshire, whereby 
six persons lost their lives and others were injured. 


CORRELATION OF COAL SEAMS. 


The Survey Papers of the Fuel Research Division of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research form a 
series Of special papers and reports on matters connected 
with the physical and chemical survey of the coals of Great 
Britain. ‘The object of the survey is the collection of the 
data necessary for the utilisation of the national coal 
resources to the best advantage. 


Much of the value of this work is dependent upon the 
correct identification and correlation of the coal seams, 
which is often a matter of considerable difficulty. Methods 
of correlation are generally employed which depend upon 
the recognition of fossil-bearing zones in the associated 
coal-measure strata, but, owing to the frequent variability 
of the coal seams in relation to these zones and to the dis- 
location of the strata by folding and faulting, these often 
fail. 

In a Report* just issued (Physical and Chemical Survey 
of the National Coal Researches No. 17) an account is 
given of an investigation of a means of correlation employ- 
ing evidence that may be furnished by the seams them- 
selves. ‘The method is a modification of that first employed 
by Thiessen in America; it consists in making a micro- 
scopical examination of a complete series of thin sections 
representing the seam from floor to roof, the spores en- 
countered being classified according to size, shape and 
ornamentation, and their frequency of occurrence recorded. 
The aim of the investigation was to determine whether a 
single spore type by its presence in any part of the seam 
or by its concentration in certain parts, or the distribution 
of the spores as a whole, is characteristic and would there- 
fore serve as a basis of correlation. 


It will be evident that before the method can be 
established, it must be applied to a number of seams in 


order to determine how far spore types may be common to 


several seams. Work has accordingly been extended to the 
Barnsley and other seams in the South Yorkshire area, and 
these will form the subjects of future Reports. 


CATALOGUE OF PLANS OF ABANDONED 
MINES. 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of 
Volume IV. of the new ‘‘ Catalogue of Plans of Abandoned 
Mines.’”’ This volume covers Wales and the counties of 
Monmouth and Salop, and includes particulars not only 
of the large collection of plans of abandoned mines at the 
Mines Department but also of many plans in private 
ownership, information regarding which has been included 
by the courtesy of the owners. In all, it contains entries 
for about 4,000 plans, and it gives for each plan, so far as 
it has been possible to obtain the information, particulars 
of the coal seam or other mineral worked and data from 
which the approximate position and probable extent of the 
workings can be seen on the 6-inch scale sheets of the 
Ordnance Survey. It contains also a large number of 
references to abandoned mines the plans of which have not 
been found. 


The primary object in preparing the catalogue has been 
to assist those engaged in the mining industry in dealing 
with the problem of danger from accumulations of water 
and the other problems that may arise from the existence 
of old workings in proximity to present-day workings. The 
catalogue will be of service also to persons interested in 
mineral prospecting and development and to others who, 
for various reasons, are interested in the question of 
surface subsidence in particular localities.

Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 

Madras, September 13.—Raintall has been heavy during 
the past week on parts of the West Coast of the Presidency 
and in the Cirears; rainfall has been moderate in the 
Deccan and parts of the Carnatik and fair or light in the 
south and central districts. The condition of standing 
crops 1s fair to good. 

Bihar and Orissa, September 15.—Rainfall has been 
general, being heavy in Balasore and Puri. Standing crops 
are in good condition except in Saran. Sugar cane is doing 
well. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur 
the weather has been seasonable; sugar cane is thriving.

More rain is needed in 
the North and East of the Provinces to improve crops, 
particularly rice.

BRITISH WEST AFRICA. 
GOLD COAST TEXTILE IMPORTS IN JULY. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Accra reports that 
during July last imports of cotton piece-goods into the 
Gold Coast Colony amounted in value to £62,741.

CROPS AND TRADE. 


Trade conditions throughout these territories continue 
very dull, reports Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and 
Overseas). 

In Barbados, owing to the absence of rain, sugar planters 
are becoming somewhat anxious about their crops for 1931, 
the young canes having almost stopped growing. A fair 
acreage is being placed under cotton cultivation this year. 

The weather in Trinidad has been dry for the time of the 
vear and more rain is needed, particularly in the Southern 
districts. The young canes, however, have, so far, not been 
affected, and, generally speaking, the sugar cultivation is 
looking well. The cocoa crop is likely to be both late and 
short, the continued dry weather having retarded the 
fruiting of the trees. 

In Jamaica the weather during August was dry for the 
most part, although some very welcome rains were experi- 
enced towards the end of the month. On present estimates, 
the sugar crop for 1931 appears to be well up to the 
average. Exports of bananas from January 1 to August 9 
amounted to 15,850,536 stems, as compared with 12,957,525 
stems during the corresponding period of 1929. The 
demand for pimento has been a little brisker, with prices 
steadier; the new crop is reported to be very small in all 
districts. The markets for both ginger and coffee continue 
very dull. Receipts from Customs revenue from import 
duties show a considerable falling off, the total collected 
this year from April 1 to August 2 amounting to 
£344,747, as against £385,366 during the corresponding 
period of 1929-—a decrease of nearly £41,000. 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, a hurri- 
cane of great intensity swept over Dominica on Septem- 
ber 1, causing very severe damage to crops and buildings 
and temporarily destroying telegraphic communication. 
The following telegram, dated September 11, has been 
received from the Bank’s local manager :—-‘ Official report 
of damage not available, but approximate estimate is 
buildings £40,000, shipping £6,000; this year’s crops 75 per 
cent. destroyed.’’ It is understood that the neighbouring 
islands of Antigua and St. Kitts escaped the hurricane. 
Its full force was felt in Santo Domingo, or what is known 
as the Dominican Republic, which must not be confused 
with the British West Indian island of Dominica. 

The dry season in British Guiana appears to have set in, 
and, with the advent of fine sunny weather, rice millers 
have been busy milling their paddy. The market for this 
commodity has been more active of late, and all available 
offerings are being taken up. 


SOMALILAND. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1929.

SOUTH AFRICA. 
INDUSTRIAL AND TRADE, CONDITIONS. 

The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

While some branches of industry and trade show slight 
increases in activity, they are probably of a seasonal nature 
and definite signs of «ny revival are still absent. The 
farming outlook is generally good, but rain is needed in 
the North Western Cape and the Free State. 

The ‘Transvaal gold output in August (26 working days) 
amounted to 921,081 fine ozs., valued at £3,912,503, com- 
pared with 889,601 ozs., valued at £3,778,785 in August, 
1929 (27 working days). The output establishes a new 
record. The supply of native labour increased from 201,111 
to 202,257, and the average daily output increased from 
33,802 to 35,426 ozs. There has been no change in the 
diamond industry. 

Railway earnings have recently improved. From 
August 10 to September 6 they amounted to £1,990,744, or 
£81,256 below the estimate. Total earnings from April | 
to September 6 amounted to £10,797,831, or £968,169 beiow 
the estimate. Earnings for the corresponding period of 
1929 totalled £11,492,250.

RE-EXPORT ‘TRADE. 

Re-exports from Karikal during the year ended March 31, 
1930, totalled Rs. 332,177. The chief items were living 
animals, Rs. 8,352; cotton cloth, Rs. 42,950; hides and 
skins.

TURKEY. 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JUNE. 


(From the British Commercial Secretary.) 
ISTANBUL. 

According to Turkish Customs returns for June imports 
during that month amounted in value to £T.10,779,3638, as 
compared with £T.22,215,560 for the corresponding month 
in 1929, while the value of exports was £T.8,843,340, as 
against £1T.9,447,777. 

For the first six months of 1930 the total value of imports 
vas £T.69,000,000, as against £T.121,500,000 for the first 
half of 1929. The marked falling off in the value of imports 
this year is, of course, due mainly to the heavy buying and 
accumulation of stocks last year in anticipation of the appli- 
cation of the new Customs Tariffs on October 1, 1929. 
Another contributory cause is the general commercial stag- 
nation and economic depression in this country.

For the first time since the war, and in all probability for 
the first time since Customs statistics were compiled in 
Turkey, the value of exports during the half of the year 
exceeded that of imports.

Should the crops this year be satisfactory, both in 
quantity and marketing, there will no doubt be some renewal 
of activity in the import trade during the closing months as 
the heavy stocks accumulated up to October last year have 
now been in part disposed of. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE. 

As regards the distribution of trade by countries, there 
was naturally a falling off during the first half of 1930 in 
exports from all the principal countries of supply. For 
purposes of comparison the total exports to Turkey from 
Germany, the United Kingdom, France and Italy during 
the period under review and those for the corresponding 
period in 1929 are shown as under :—

It will be seen from this table that Germany’s trade fell 
by £T.3} million, the United Kingdom’s by £T.6 million, 
that of France by £T.6 million, and that of Italy by £T.7 
million, but that, on the other hand, the relative share of 
Germany’s trade increased from 14-8 per cent. in 1929 to 
20-5 per cent. in 1930. The United Kingdom slightly in- 
creased its proportion of the trade, but both France and 
Italy lost ground, and Germany has now established a com- 
manding lead over its principal competitors. 

German exports to Turkey have steadily increased of 
recent years, but this sudden advance in the relative position 
of its trade is thought to be due to temporary causes, and 
the present margin of difference will probably be somewhat 
reduced in the course of time. The bulk of German exports 
to Turkey consists of iron and steel manufactures, railway 
supplies, machinery, hardware, cutlery, paper and chemicals, 
which were dealt with comparatively lightly in the new 
Tariffs, and there has been no material change in the volume 
of imports of these articles. 

The principal exports of the United Kingdom, France and 
Italy, on the other hand, consist of cotton, woollen and silk 
goods, which were hard hit by the new Tariffs, and, in 
anticipation of the increased rates, the market was flooded 
with stocks before October, 1929, and the effect of this 
accumulation of textiles was to reduce greatly the normal 
demand in the early months of 1930. Once these surplus 
goods have been disposed of the volume of imports will no 
doubt increase to some extent. 

Some idea of the reduction in the importation of textiles 
may be gathered from the returns under the heading of 
cotton goods. During the first six months of 1929 the total 
value of imports of these was £T.25,314,311, but for the 
corresponding period in 1930 the value of imports was only 
£T.10,598,048.

FRANCE—CHILE. 


PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL 
(CONSOLIDATION OF DUTIES). 

The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of September 4 publishes 
the text of an Exchange of Notes, dated July 30 and 
effective from that date, which embodies a provisional Com- 
mercial Agreement between France and Chile. Pending 
the conclusion of a definitive Commercial Convention, the

two countries agree, whilst negotiations for a Commercial 
Convention are proceeding, not to take any measure liable 
to alter the present position of their mutual trade rela- 
tions, either by instituting Tariff increases (except, in the 
case of France, of increases of the duties on certain agri- 
cultural produce authorised by the so-called ‘‘ Padlock 
Law’’), or by measures of discrimination or restriction 
taken on the market of one country against the products 
of the other. Facilities for commercial travellers are also 
provided for. | 

It is expected that the negotiations for a Convention 
will have been concluded before the end of the year, and if 
they are not completed by January 1, 1931, the provisional 
Agreement may be denounced by either Party on giving 
[5 days’ notice. 

In the Note on behalf of the Chilean Government it is 
announced that, as from January 1 next, it is proposed to 
replace the Consular invoice fees, at present collected by 
the Consuls, by an equivalent duty to be collected by the 
Chilean Customs; and, further, that the General Tariff duty 
on edible oils will probably shortly be increased from 1 peso 
to 1:15 or 1-20 pesos per kilog. 


GERMANY—ROUMANIA. 

PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 
The Board of Trade are informed that the Provisional 
Commercial Agreement between Germany and Roumania, 
signed on June 18, which came into force on July 15, pro- 
vides for the accord of most-favoured-nation treatment to 
the subjects and companies of the one in the territories 
of the other in respect of entry, sojourn, residence, the 
exercise of trade and industry or any other business 
activitv, the acquisition and possession of movable and 1m- 
movable property and also in respect of taxation; to ship- 
ning of either High Contracting Party in the waters and 
harbours of the other High Contracting Party; and to the 
soods of each High Contracting Party in the territory of 
the other in all respects, including duties and taxes. 
Exceptions to this most-favoured-nation treatment are

GUATEMALA. 
MATCH MONOPOLY. 

The ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of Guatemala for July 10 con- 
tains a Law (No. 1666) of the same date and effective on 
September 10, which establishes a monopoly of the impor- 
tation, manufacture, export, re-export, distribution and 
sale of matches, vestas and the like and lighters of all 
kinds.

ITALY. 
DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF 
SHIPBUILDING MATERIAL. 

A Decree-Law ot May 16, 1926, granted various privileges 
to the Italian shipbuilding industry, and provided, inter 
alia, for the duty-free and ‘“‘ temporary ’’ duty-free im- 
portation of metal material necessary for the construction 
of hulls, engines, boilers, etc. A Royal Decree of June 20 
last, published in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufiiciale’’ for 
september 8, approves revised regulations for the applica- 
tion of the above Decree-Law. Annexed to the Decree are 
schedules containing lists of metal materials admitted 
under the Law to the benefits of duty-free or temporary 
duty-free importation.

SALES TAX LAW. 

The ‘Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) contains a Royal 
Decree-Law, dated July 28 (in force as from October 1 
next), which revises and consolidates existing legislation 
respecting the sales tax (tassa di scambio). This tax is 
levied on exchanges of raw material and merchandise, and 
on importations thereof. The term ‘‘ scambio”’ (transfer 


of ownership) includes every form of transfer of sale and. 


purchase, barter, loan for consumption, cession in pay- 
ment, consignment on debit account of goods to be pro- 
cessed for consignor’s account. 

The Decree stabilises the rate of the tax at 1} per cent. 
of the value or price of the exchange. In the case of 
exchanges of up to 100 lire, the rate of tax is stabilised 
at 30 centesimi for every 20 lire or fraction thereof. In 
the case of imports the tax is collected by the Customs 
and is levied on the value of the goods at the frontier, in- 
cluding cost of freight, packing and insurance, but ex- 
cluding Customs duty. 

Exemption from payment of the tax is made inthe case of 
‘a) food products of the first necessity, such as grain, bread, 
iruit, certain vegetables, fresh and frozen meat, condensed 
soups, fish, eggs, milk, butter and butter substitutes, 
cheese, lard and other alimentary greases, olives, olive oil, 
vinegar (except vinegar in bottles), sugar, molasses, coffee 
and coffee substitutes; (b) coal, firewood and charcoal; 
\c) petroleum, petrol (benzina) and residues from the dis- 
tillation of mineral oils (except bitumens and similar pro- 
ducts); (d) laundry soap, lyes and the like; (e) drinking 
water and water for irrigation and motive power ; (/) goods 
subject to a State monopoly; (g) printed books (including 
journals, reviews and maps), and printed or lithographed 
music. These Exemptions from the tax apply to imported 
goods except in the case of fresh or tinned meat, meat 
extracts, condensed soups, etc., salted meats (salumirie), 
lard and other alimentary greases. 

Further exemptions from the tax in the case of impor- 
tations include the following :— 

Goods imported by the State; 

Goods admitted free of Customs duty in accordance 
with Arts. 7, 8 and 9 of the Preliminary Provisions 
of the Customs Tariff ; 

Goods of Italian origin re-imported under the ‘‘ tem- 
porary exportation ’’ regulations ; 

Residues derived from the ‘“ processing ’ 
imported under the ‘‘ temporary importation 
regulations.

SALVADOR. 

CONTROL OF THE TRADE IN NARCOTICS. 

H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded 
translation of an Executive Decree, published on August 18, 
providing for the control of the trade in narcotic drugs in 
Salvador. 

The import, sale, possession, etc., of opium prepared for 
smoking, its dregs, ashes, and of opium pipes, etc., is 
absolutely prohibited. Other narcotic drugs may be 
imported, for medical purposes, by druggists, pharmacists, 
etc., under licences to be issued by the governing committee 
of the Chemical and Pharmaceutical Faculty. 

The translation of the Decree, which also prohibits the 
export of narcotic drugs in any circumstances, may be

SYRIA. 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 

H.M. Consul-General at Beirut has forwarded particu- 
lars (extracted from the local press) of a Decree which 
modifies the Syrian Customs treatment of various goods, 
on import, as shown below. In accordance with the 
Decree, any increases of duty provided for came into 
force on the day following that on which the Decree 
was posted up in Syrian Custom-houses, etc., but the 
former duties will be levied on goods in warehouse or 
sent direct from their country of origin if they were 
ordered before September 2 and are imported before 
Xctober 15. 'The reductions and exemptions of duty pro- 
vided for are not to come into force sooner than three 
months after September 2. 

In addition to the alterations of duty, the Decree also 
provides for the refund of duties on re-export, under 
certain conditions, in respect of the goods which it covers 
and for a refund in the case of exported sugared goods, 
corresponding to the duties on the sugar contained. 

The following tables show the alterations made in the 
normal Tariff, to which United Kingdom goods are subject. 
(The Decree also makes corresponding modifications in the 
Maximum Tariff, and revises the special duties on Turkish 
goods, but these changes are not here reproduced.)

H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada reports the intro- 
duction in the Canadian House of Commons of proposals 
to amend the provisions of the Customs Act relating to 
valuation, for duty purposes, of goods imported into 

Canada. 


Fair market value.—Under Section 35 of the Customs 
Act, ad valorem duties are assessed on the fair market 
value of imported goods when sold for home consumption 
in the principal markets of the country whence and at 
the time when the same were exported directly to Canada. 
The definition of fair market value (as given in Section 36 
of the Customs Act) is to be amended to read as follows :— 


Such fair market value shall be the fair market value of 
such goods in the usual and ordinary commercial acceptation 
of the term and as sold in the ordinary course of trade, 
such value in no caze to be lower than the selling price 
thereot to jobbers or wholesalers generally at the time and 
place of shipment direct to Canada: Provided that the 
value for duty of new or unused goods shall in no case 
be less than the actual cost of production of similar goods 
at the date of shipment direct to Canada, plus a reasonable 
advance for selling cost end profit, and the Minister shall 
be the sole judge of what shall constitute a reasonable 
advance in the circumstances and his decision thereon shall 
be final. 


Value of price-listed goods, etc.—The provisions of 
Section 37 of the Act are to be amended so as to prescribe 
that, in determining the fair market value for duty of 
goods imported into Canada, the prices of which are pub- 
lished or listed by the manufacturers or producers or

persons acting on their behalf, the Governor-in-Coungijj 
may from time to time fix and determine a certain rate of 
discount which may be applied to such published or listeg 
prices, and such published or listed prices, subject to deduce. 
tion of the amount of discount according to such rate 
shall be deemed and taken to be the fair market values of 
any such manufactures or productions respectively as ars 
specified in such Order-in-Council. 


Discounts.—It is proposed to insert a provision that, 
in estimating the value for duty, no discount or deductiop 
shall be allowed which is not shown and allowed on invoices 
covering sales for home consumption in the country of 
export in the usual and ordinary course of trade. 


Minister to be authorised to fix fair market value 
Section 43 of the Customs Act is ~ ‘be amended to read as 
follows :— 

If at any time it appears to the satisfaction of the 
Governor-in-Council on a report from the Minister of 
Customs and Excise, that goods of any kind* are being 
imported into Canada either on sale on consignment under 
such conditions as prejudicially or injuriously to affect the 
interests of Canadian producers or manufacturers the 
Governor-in-Council may authorise the Minister to fix the 
value for duty of any class or kind of such goods and 
notwithstanding any other provisions of this Act the value 
so fixed shall be deemed to be the fair market value of 
such goods. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF DUMPING 
CLAUSE OF THE TARIFF ACT. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada reports, by tele. 
graph, that a resolution has been introduced in the 
Canadian House of Commons to amend the legislation 
relating to dumping, as set out in Clause 6 of the Customs 
Tariff Act. Under this clause a special or dumping duty 
is leviable in the case of goods exported to Canada of a 
class or kind made or produced in Canada if the export or 
actual selling price to the Canadian importer is less than 
the fair market value of the same article when sold for 
home consumption in the usual and ordinary course in the 
country whence exported to Canada at the time of its 
exportation to Canada. The special or dumping duty is 
equal to the difference between the selling price for export 
and the fair market value for home consumption, with a 
proviso that it shall not exceed 15 per cent. ad valorem. 
It is proposed to increase this maximum from 15 per cent. 
ad valorem to 50 per cent. ad valorem. The increased 
maximum is, however, not to apply in the case of imports 
from Australia of goods specified in the Australian Trade 
Agreement Act of 1925. 


It is also proposed to empower the Minister, when it 
appears that any person owning or controlling, or in- 
terested in, a business in Canada and also in any other 
country, or any person carrying on a business in any other 
country and owning or controlling, or interested in, 4 
business operating in Canada, and by reason thereof is 
enabled to import goods for further manufacture or 
assembling or for resale, and while complying with the 
legal requirements on importation, disposes of such in- 
ported goods, whether in the form as imported or as 
further processed, assembled or manufactured, at prices 
below the duty-paid value thereof as entered at Customs, 
plus, if any, the cost of processing, assembling or further 
manufacturing in Canada, to declare that goods of such 
class or kind were and are, on importation, subject to an 
additional special or dumping duty not exceeding 50 per 
cent., and to authorise such action as is deemed necessary 
for the collection thereof. 


The Governor-in-Council is also to beempowered to reduce 
or remove any dumping duty imposed in the event of 
producers of goods in Canada increasing prices in conse- 
quence of the imposition of such duty. 


CHILE. 


PROPOSED INCREASED DUTY ON 
VEGETABLE OILS. 


In connection with the provisional Franco-Chilean Com- 
mercial Agreement (see page 372) the Chilean Government 
have notified that the General Tariff duty on edible oils 
will probably shortly be increased from 1 to 1-15 or 1:20 
pesos per kilogramme.

MANCHESTER’S OWN COTTON SECTION. 


In a letter in support of the, guarantee fund for the 
British Cotton Textile Exhibition, which is to be held next 
February as a section of the British Industries Fair, the 
tord Mayor of Manchester, Mr. Noton Barclay, states that 
Lord Derby has accepted the Presidency of the Exhibition 
and its organisation is in the hands of a special committee 
representing the chief trade associations. 

The President of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, 
Mr. Herbert W. Lee, writes :— 


“The Manchester Chamber was among the first to offer 
, substantial guarantee to this Exhibition, and along with 
ill the other organisations in the cotton trade is giving 
the project every possible support. 

“A successful exhibition in London, organised by the 
Lancashire trade, will sound a note of confidence and pro- 
gress which will echo in all the markets of the world. 

‘We have the best reasons to hope that the intensive 
eforts now being made by the Department of Overseas 
Trade will definitely bring a large number of foreign buyers 
to London next year. ‘There will be special provision for 
the convenience of trade buyers, who will be admitted at 
times when the public will be excluded. There will be a 
number of exceptional shows to demonstrate the virtue of 
cotton goods, which will impress both buyers and the public 
ina new way. 

“Tf the Exhibition is thoroughly representative, com- 
prising exhibits by every firm who regard themselves as 
being in the front rank, whether for the volume of their 
production or the special quality or characteristics of their 
soods, it will create a profound impression. 

“JT should be surprised, indeed, if such an exhibition 
does not also prove a powerful lever in the improvement of 
our trade.”’

LEIPZIG AUTUMN FAIR. 

A Report addressed to the Department of Overseas 
Trade by the Acting British Consul at Leipzig states that 
the total number of exhibitors at the recent Autumn Fair 
amounted to 7,653, of which the largest groups were those 
representing Toys with 774 firms, House and Kitchen 
Utensils and Hardware with 768, Textiles 718, Glass and 
Pottery 657, Stationery, Graphic Trades and Office Re- 
juisites 627, Haberdashery and Fancy Goods 588, Furni- 
ttre and Wicker Furniture 438, Art and Industrial Art 
“4; Machinery and Apparatus 301, Building and Hygiene 
“2, Packing and Propaganda 281, Leather Goods and 
Travelling Requisites 279, Watches, Clocks, Precious 
Metals and Jewellery 221, and Hardware, Cutlery, 
Materials and Semi-finished Products with 213. The 
actual space occupied in the forty Fair Palaces in the 
Town and the Halls and Exhibition Grounds outside was 
144.54] square metres. The number of exhibitors was 
4 per cent. less than last year. The exhibition space 
atually occupied was practically the same as on previous 
Xcasions. 





EXHIBITIONS AND FAIRS—Continued. 


Foreign exhibitors totalled 678, or about 9 per cent. of 
the total displaying their wares. The largest contingent 
came from Czechoslovakia and numbered 254, Austria was 
represented by 228, France by 42, Switzerland by 27, 
Holland by 21, England by 24, Hungary by 238, Italy by 
18, and Belgium by 10 exhibitors. The United States and 
Japan as overseas countries had also their representatives. 
Approximately 85,000 buyers attended the Fair, of whom 
there were about 12,000 from abroad, or approximately 
7 per cent. of the total number. One of the most en- 
couraging features of the Fair was that the international 
depression was by no means universal. Several countries 
offered a very gratifying contrast to the financial gloom 
overclouding other nations. France, the Northern Coun- 
tries, Spain and Ireland, for example, were taking a 
greater interest in the Fair than ever. 

Trade Congresses were once more a feature of the Fair, 
of which that held for the Building Trades is worthy of 
special mention. Several interesting addresses on Adver- 
tising were also delivered. 


Tue TECHNICAL SECTIONS.

With regard to the Technical Fair, the Engineering 
Section displayed a large selection of technical products of 
all kinds. An interesting feature was the Building Fair, 
which was held for the twenty-fifth time. The assortment 
of working materials was large and included some novelties. 
Smaller building machines, conveying plant, hoists and 
concrete mixers attracted great attention, although com- 
paratively few were to be seen. A new departure for the 
Building Fair was the special Show of Vehicles and Imple- 
ments for cleaning the streets, removing refuse and flushing 
drains. This new feature is likely to be repeated. 

The other and extensive section of the Engineering Fair 
was chiefly devoted to displaying products and tools re- 
quired by craftsmen in one trade or another. Implements, 
materials and machinery for the care of the body, electric 
machinery for the household, lighting fittings and bath 
fittings were exhibited in large quantities. Several 
machine tools, apparatus for autogenous welding and 
cuttings, workshops fittings, and tools were also displayed. 
An important item in the Bicycle and Accessories Group 
was a new type of balloon tyre which is achieving rapid 
popularity. Vehicles for the transport of earth and 
rubbish (tippers and trailers with automatic brakes) 
attracted attention from all interested in such lines.
